Since then peace has settled in 
our country, and improvements, public and private, are seen on every 
side, When the old courthouse was built, and for many years after, a 
turnpike was unknown to Lincoln county - now, they reach in ali direct- 
ions; sixty years ago, railroads had not been invented - now, the 
whistle of the locomotive is heard in every hamlet; half a century 
since, churches and schoolhouses were well nigh unknown outside of 
towns ~ now, every neighborhood is supplied. The old court-house has 
witnessed many changes - more than can fall to the lot of its successor. 
it has resounded to the eloquent strains of Polk, ‘lean Jimmy! Jones, 
aaron V. and Neil S, Brown, Campbell, Trousdale, Ross, Yell, David- 
son, Fulton, and many others, most of whom have 'gone before.' Will 
the new building witness similar forensic displays, or has the 'race 
of giants' passed. away?
